Suddenly from off their port 
bow came acry for help. Peering in that 
direction through tho mist of early morning 
the officers of the Humboldt saw three masta 
stickiug out of the water and clinging to the 
yards and rigging peuple were seen, A’ boat

Thrilling Account of the Wreek. 

None of the surylvors could talk English, 
and for some timo it was impossible to ob- 
tain a correct account of the wreck. Froth 
Dr, Rico the best account was obtained. He 
said: ‘Everything was working nicely 
It was about 8 o'clock when I was on 
deck, and took a fow turns back 
and forth whilo smoking a cigarot, 
Idid not see any vessel near us. Tho ship 
was in charge of the first officer, who was on 
the bridge, I went down to the saloon then 
aud there met Mrs, Calyo, We sat down 
ond began talking. Suddenly I heard the 
gong in the engine room ring the stop signal. 
sefore I could even wonder what it was for, 
there came an ayvful shock, a crashing, 
scraping sound on the deck over our heads 
ond the steamer rolled well over on her port 
side. Everybody in the saloon was thrown 
down, All was excitement, Men, women 
ond children shricked for help, Mrs, Calyo 
seized my band and begged mo to find and 
rave hor boy, I told her I would. I went 
up to the deck to find him, There a terrible 

scene of confusion met my eyes, The bridge, 
deck house and fore rigging were all torn 
away, There wasa great gash in the star- 
board side, just abaft the coal bunkers and 
through this opening water poured in, 
Close by on our starboard beam was a big | 
four-master schooner with hor bowsprit and 
fore rigging gone avd her bows stove in, 
She, too, was filling rapidly. Mon were run- 
ning here and there all over our decks shont- 
ing all kinds of orders and I can remember 
seelng the crew of the schooner doing the 
same thing on their vessel, The next thing I 
knew the water was washing over our decks. 
The steamor wasfost sinking. With a wild | 
iden of saving ourselves several of us 
scrambled up the port fore rigging.

His 
wealth is estimated at several millions of 
dollars. He was bernin Spain, but spent 
miseh as is life in Cuba, Ho was 58 years 
old, 

M. A. Calvo, who like his frignd M, Pedro, 
fs among the dead, was a sugar merchant in 
Havana ond was head of the firm of Francko, 
Bons & Co. With bis wife, his baby boy of 
5 yearaond a maid, he boarded the ‘home- 
ward bound trip which proved to be the 
tomb of bitnself and family. He was a mil- 
lionaire and « native Cuban, 

Rayyion Alvarez was a wealthy Spaniard 
of Havany, Iscar aur wasan Arab work- 
ingwan on his way to labor on a sugar plan- 
tation, Juan :Headman was a Cuban cigar 
maker returning home from New York.

He has beon far-travelod, using very ob- 
servant eyes with brains behind them in tho 
study of men and things. He became ac 
quainted on his travels with the famous Boer 
loader, General Joubert, in whoso company 
he arrived in the city on Monday 
from Montreal, He is Consul-Gen- 
eral ii\ London for tho Transvaal 
Republic, and isa recognized anthority on 
South African affairs. 

But it is ox frieud of the Scotch Crofters 

that he is best known in Great Britain. 
Somo sovon years ago, when thé Crofter agi- 
tation was at its height, hedid.tho cause 
yeoman sorvice in Parliament, aod when tho 
Royal Commission was appointed he went 
north to Caithnoss to prepare the case for 
the Crofters, This visit bad the rosult ulti- 
mately of connecting his name with Caith- 
ness ns the represontative of the county in 
Parliament, His first election was ih 1885,

Dr, Clark hos decided opinions concerning 
Canadian affairs, maintaining that there 
aro bub two courses to Cans 
ada, viz, annexation to the United 
Btates or a federation with the Mother 
Country. He wants a federation of the 
British possessions, in 
havo ropreseutatives at Weatrnluster, 

Mr. Mowat, who isan honorary president 
of tho Cuithuess Association, briely tntro- 
duced Dr, Clark, Ho spoke of him as one

A RUSSIAN REVOLT. 


Troops Sent to Suppress the Uprising De- 
foated. 

Vienna, Oct. 31.—Information reaches 
here that the Russian authorities of St 
Petersburg and Odessa are making every ef- 
fort to suppress the circumstances connected 
with the outbreak of the peasantry in South- 
ern Russia, Thorevolt is said to have orig 
inated in stringent enforcement of the con- 
scription, from which the rich landowners 
find ways to secure exemption, and in the 
cruelties exercised upon the peasants by the 
petty officials, withthe view of breakin, 
the spirit of the people. The elders of vil- 
lages, men held in veneration by their naigh- 
bors, have been brutally flog for alleged 
offences, and the knout has been used on the 
slightest protence.

Attempted Sulclle of a Father at His

Warr Puains, N,Y., Oct, 20.—Dr, C. C, 
Crosby, a well-known druggist of Pleasant 
ville, attempted suicide to-day in the cerme- 
tery at Chappaqua, where lies the bodies of 
his two children, He was found unconscious 
stretched across their graves, 

Df, Crosby was about 40 years old and his 
domestic lif had been most happy until the 
death of his children, a year ago. His grief 
settled into a melancholy which seemed 
daily to grow deeper. Latterly be had 
exhibited signs of insanity and bis friends 
kept him in sight as’ much as possi- 
ble. Every ono who knew him undorstood 
that grief on account of his bereavement 
was destroying his reason, is when 
the names of bis dead children wero men- 
tioned ho became hysterical and of late his 
family has studiously avoided every sub- 
ject of couversation that would call them to 
mind. 

This afternoon he was missed from his 
store. He was traced to a livery stable, 
where be had bired a carriage, and thence 
tothe cemetery at Cappaqua It was his 
custom to make frequent visits to his child- 
ren’s graves, and of this those who were 
fooking for him were well aware, But they 
were not prepured for the pathetic spectacle 
that met their gaze when they arrived there. 

Dr. Crosby had dismissed the carriage ou 
entering the cemetery. He was such « 
familiar figure there that the keeper paid 
little attention to him, What tho searchers 
saw when they arrived made his motive 
appear ns clear as daylight He camo to 
dig himself a grave beside those of bis child- 
ren and leave thom no more, A gravedig 
xer's spade was close at band and lio struck 
it into the sod besidé one of the little graves.

‘The New Don 
Come 
The Montreal Gazette publishes an Interest 
ing article, giving the effect of the new law 
relating to prowimory notes and bills of ex 
jehange, which came into operstion on Sep- 
jtember Ist, It saye:—A bill, payable to a 
Particular poreon, but not containing worls 
prohibiting transfer, is to be hereafter nogo- 
jtlable, Tho holder of a bill, containing tha 
Dame of a referee in case of need, was bound 
to present himself to tho latter, but now this 
formality is optional Under the old law, 
a forged bill was wholly inoperative, but by 
‘an amendment offered by the Sonate and as- 
sented to by the Commons, if cheque pay- 
ablo to order be paid by the drawee upon a 
forged endorsémeut out of the funda of the 
drawer, the latter shall haveno right of ac 
tion against tho drawee to recover back the 
amount so paid, unless he givea notice in 
writing of such forgery to the draweo with- 
in one year of his acquiring notice of such 
forgery, Hereafter, a bill not accepted on 
the day of presentment or within two days 
thereafter, must be treated as dishonored for 
non-acceptance, Under the laws of some of 
the provinces, a written acceptance was not 
necessary; under the new Act, as formerly in 
most of the provinces, the acceptance must 
be on the bill itself, Heretofore in Ontario, 
Manitoba, and Prince Edward Island 4. ac- 
ceptance to pay at a particular place was a 
eral woceptance, unless it stated that it 
was payable thore “only, and not elsewhere"; 
under the new Act, an acceptance to pay at 
a particular specified place, with or without 
the words, “there and rot elsewhere," is not 
conditional or qualified. The practice 
prevailing in Ontario and other provinces, 
and sanctioned by a well-settled jurispru- 
dene, that a bill or note payable at a bank 
or other particular place, without the words, 
“thore and not elsewhere,” may bo presented 
for payment at tho particular place or to the 
acceptor or maker, cannot be continued; the 
bill or note, in such a case must be presont- 
ed for payment at the bank or other particu- 
Jar place; otherwise the drawer and endorser 
will be discharged. When authorized by 
agreement or usage, a presentment for ac- 
xeptance for honor cannot be offered after 
protest for von-paymeat, but only after pro- 
test for nov-acceptance or for better security, 
and before maturity of the bill, The accep- 
tor for honor must receive notice of the pro- 
test fornon-paymont. Tbe protest for better 
security ism novelty. An acceptor for 
honor or under protest is no longor bound to 
give notice of his acceptance, A drawer or 
endorser, receiving fnotice of ay qualified ac 
ceptance, must express his dissont to the 
holder within a reasonable time, if he doos 
not wish to be deemed to assent to tho same, 
In the future a person signing a bill other- 
wise than asa drawer or acceptor, for in- 
stance, asa guarantor or donneur d, aval, 
shall be treated as an endorser, and as such 
entitled to protest; formerly a donnour d'aval 
was liable inthe same manner and to the 
same extent as the person on whose behalf 
he became a guarantor, and was not entitled 
to any protest apart from the latter, 
Heretofore a bill payable on domand 
could be protested at any time bofore 
the statute of limitations was required, 
but under the Act it inust be’ protested witb 
in areasonable time, Under the now Act, a 
Dillsigned under the seal of a corporation is 
negotiable, and a bill payable according to

Under 
the Code, when a bill contains the wonls 
‘value recelved,” value is presumed to have 
been received on the bill; bat under the Act, 
whether the words ‘value roceived” appear 
on the face of the bill or not, that presump- 
tion exists. Under the Code, the endorses 
of an overdue bill takes it subj-ct to all 
objections and equities to which it was linble 
while in the hands of the endorser, whetlor 
they attach to the bill or some collateral 
matter; but under the English law pre lox 
fn Ontario and under the Act, such on 
will not be affected by such collateral matte: 
like aset-off. The damages of two or four 
per cent. allowed by the civil Code and also by 
provincial statues upon bills returned undor 
protest from*Europe or the West Indies, or 
any British province of North America, or 
the United States, have not been re-enacted 
by the Act. 
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What Women Are Doing. 

There are now three female dentists in Now 
York, allof whom are thoroughly qualified 
to practice the profession. Only one of them 
is a specialist. Sho is a clever and handsome 
young Jewess, and she has studied tho work 
of filling teeth with a great deal of care for 
several years. She is amply equipped with 
diplomas, is business-like and industrious, 
and it in said that her trade is almost exclu- 
sively among men. Formerly she was om 
ployed ax  type-writer in an office down- 
town. Her hours were from 8 to 6, and her 
employment iincertain, Itis said that she 
clears $4,000 a year now, has three months 
vacation, and is seliomat her chalr more 
than five hours a day. The number of 
women physicians ia New York is, of course, 
very much greater than the number of 
female dentists. None of them, thus far, bas 
attracted particular attontion as a specialist, 
though the names of at lenst halfa dozen of 
them are known neral practition- 
ers of ability.— ork Sun.

The next census pulls New York out of the 
ruck, the race with London becomes a clean 
one for foremost place in simple maguitude, 
in aggregation of human souls, known to tho 
history of the race, Tho twin Newer Romes 
ofthe twentieth century will speak one 
tongue, the classic of the remoter future. 

In urban, as iu infant life, now we go uppy- 
uppy-uppy, and thon we go downy, downy, 
downy. Cincinnati and New Orleans now 
rank respectively eighth and ninth among 
American cities. In twenty years the first 
bas grown 46 per cent. and tho second 30, 
Boston, with a growth of 66 per cent, in tho 
same time (including annexation), holds its 
rank as seventh, but has been passed by both 
Baltimore and St. Louis, which also have 
changed places between themselves, Balti- 
more is now in fifth place, with an increase of 
60 per cent, in twenty years, and St. Louis 
sixth with an increase of 89 per cent, But 
the charge of systematic underenumeration 
in St. Louts must not be wholly lost sight of.

One in spirit and In union with 
the Great Head of the Ohurch, it may be 
the policy of heaven to carry forward its 
triamph by these separate organizations ; 
and we think the outlook for co-operative 
union is full of hope, and will result in the 
widest benediction. We think that the 
time is coming when the Methodist and 
Presbyterian Ohurches will practically 
unite their forces againatb the common en- 
emy; that, In a nob remote future, that 
reproach of modern christianity, the multi- 
plication of antagonistic churches in villages 
and rural districts will bea thing of the 
past, and by mutual agreement the re- 
sources of the churches will be economized 
to carry the gospel to the reglons that are 
beyond, This union will constitute the re- 
naissunce of the Obriatian churches, when 
the hideous spectres and grotesque imagery 
of unworthy jealousies, rivalries and an- 
tagonisms are exchanged for a new age of 
co-operative union, of mutual confidence 
and brotherhood in building up the temple 
of the pure, the beautiful, the divine

Railway for traflic sooms 0 old a story, that 
it appoara os if wo had always had through 
communication with the Pacific Coast, and

not yet expired, On tho 2let of October, 
1880, just ten yoars ago, the provisional 
| contract betwoon the Dominion Govern 
mont and the Canada Pacific Syndicate, was 
signed in London. By it the road was to 
be completed throogh to tho Pacific by 
the middle of 1891, or nearly a yoar honce 
yot. Mr, Blake and his followers 
could not find adjectives enough 
in which to denounce the _ folly 
of such an sngemont, and prophesied 
with groat satisfaction to themselves; frat,

The Question of Federal Taxation. 
(Kingston News.) 


Sir Richard Cartwright, at Renfrew, 
Pembroke and Merrickville, and his servile 
imitator, John Charlton, more recently at 
Sunbury, Napanoe and Enterprise, spoke 
of reckless extravagance on the part of the 
Dominion Government, of an onormous 
national debt being constantly added to, 
and of the consequent increasing burden of 
taxation which the people of Oanada had 
to bear, Both speakers said that federal 
taxation was much higher in Oanada than 
in the United States, Let us examine 
these statements, The extravagance of 
the Government isa myth. Not a dollar 
has been expended for public works that 
were not urgently required. The debt has 
been increased by $162,000,000 since con- 
federation, but this increase can be account- 
ed for, every dollar of it. The construct- 
ion of the O.P.R. and 1.0,R. ($102,000,- 
000), the subsidizing of necessary railroads 
in other parts of the Dominion, the 
enlargemont of canala and the improve- 
ment of waterways ($33,000,000) har- 
bor improvements both on the two 
oceans sud on the inland lakes, light- 
houses at various daogerous places slong 
the lakes and rivers and along the Atlantic 
cast and the survey of the North-West 
territories ($7,000,000), will account for 
$142,000, 000 of the increase since confed- 
eration. Again the Fedoral Government 
has at several times assumed the obliga- 
tions of the provinces, Tho amount that 
has been added to the debt in this way is 
$30,000,000, so that very good progress 
appears to have been made towards paying 
off the debt. But, by conveniently ne- 
gleoting to tell their hearers that $30,000,- 
000 of the federal debt is owing to the 
assumption of provincial cbligations, Oart- 
wright and Oharlton make it appear as if 
the great public works that have been con- 
structed by Sir John Macdonald's govern: 
ment had cost $30,000,000 more than they 
could have been built for. Their atories of 
governmental extrkVagance have conse- 
quently a plausibility to those who do not 
know the genesis of the debt which they 
lose entirely, the moment one looks into 
the matter. 

Let us now consider how the average 
Canadian fares in the matter of taxation as 
compared with the average American citi- 
zen. In making this comparison two 
points must be borne in mind. (Tho firat 
is that both governments derive o large 
revenue from public works, the postal ser- 
vice, forests, &c. which must be deducted 
from theic expenditures in order to get at 
the amount raised by taxation. The sec- 
ond point is that while, in the United 
Statos, the federal appropriations are for 
federal purposes only, in Canada part 
of the federal appropriationa is for 
subsidies to the provinces, The subsidies 
to the provinces amounting to $4,100,000, 
muat also be deducted from federal expend 
{ture in Canada, fora fair comparison of 
the ‘weight of taxation in the two coun- 

Now then, the federal expenditure 

United Statos was last year $462,. 

.  Deducting from this $30,000,- 
000, the revenue derived from post office, 
publio’ works, forests, eto., the actual taxa- 
tion is $432,939,666, which for a popula 
tion of 64,000,000, is at the rate of $6.75 a 
head, For the samo year the Canadian 
appropriations were $36,036,446. The 
postal service, railways, canals, eto,, yield- 
eda revenue of $5,421,923, which leaves 
the actual taxation 830,61 2s But $4, 
100,000 of this went to supplement the 
revenues of the several provinces, which, 
leaves the tax- 
ation for federal purposes proper $26,613,- 
or $5 82 o head, Sir Richard’s and

Canadian was taxed moro heavily than tho

John on Craig of Danville, 
Ind., Who Weighs 0907 Pounds,

Forty.One Yards of Cloth Needed for a Bult | 
of Clothes. 


Indiana now lays claim to the heaviost | 
man in the world in tbe person of John | 
Hannon Oraig, of Danville, Hondricks | 
County. 

Mr. Oraig was born in Iowa Olty, Ia., 
in 18565, says tho Chicag Times, When | 
quite small his parents removed to Ken- 
tucky, whore they lived until John was 
about thirteen years old. At birth he | 
woighed eleven pounds. When eleven | 
months old his weight was seventy seven 
pounds, From thia time on his gain in 
flesh was phenomenal, 

At tho ogo of two years his woight was 
206 pounds. During 1858 his paronts took 
him to Now York city, and entered him as 
o contestant in the baby show inaugurated 
by P. T. Barnum, and he was awarded a 
cash prize of $1000 as the largest and heavi- 
est child on exhibition, At tho age of five 
years his woight had increased to 302 Ibs, 

During che noxt six years his weight in- 
creased to 405 pounds. The following ight 
years his weight increased 196 lbs., causing 
him to tip the beam at 601 pounds, 

At the ago of twenty-five bis woight wan 
725; at twenty-seven it had increased to 758 
pounds. Doring the next yoar he gained 
34 pounds, making his weight at tho age ot 
twenty-eight, 702, From that time on his 
weight has boon gradually increasing, until 
now he tips tho scales at 907 pounds. 

Mr. Craig has never been Ill a day in his 
life, is a vory delicate eater, is not adAlcted 
to the use of intoxicants, aud does not use 
tobacco in any form. 

Mr, Oraig ntands 6 feet 6 inches in his 
stocking feet and measures 8 feet four 
inches at the hips. It requires forty one 
yards of cloth to make hima full suit— 
coat, vest and pantaloons—and it takes 
three pounds of yarn to make him a pair of 
stockings. He woars No. 12 boots. 

The father of Mr. Craig was a very small 
man, weighing from 115 to 120 pounds ; 
his mother was a small woman, not weigh- 
ing over 110 or 116 pounds. 

His wife is » beautiful woman, about 
thirty years old, mall of stature and will 
weigh perhaps 130 pounds. Her Inxuriant 
raven black hair falls in graceful curls, 
reaching below her waist. Mr. Craig pays 
ho fell in love with his wife when they first 
met, and as she hasnever tried to wear 
tho trousers he still adores her as much as 
he did the day they were married.

Mr, Poster during 
his absonco from Canada will visit Bermuda, 
the Windward and Leeward [eles, the Baha- 
mav, Jamaica, British Guiana, Hayti and Ou- 
ba, in order to thorouchly familiarize bim- 
self with tho commorcial conditions of these 
countries, and with a view to developing 
trade between thom and the Dominion. 
Throo steamship services are at present 
available for our merchants to do business 
with tho West Indies and South America. 
One line plies monthly between St. John 
and Domerara, calling at all the smaller 
West Indian Islands ; the second line runs 
betweon Halifax and Cuba and tho third 
between Halifax and Jamaica.

The 
settlers were massacred, thoir dwellings 
burned, and crops destroyed. Sir John con. 
tinued his march of devastation, up the Mo- 
hawk river, westward from Caughnawaga 
(oow Fonda). Gen, Robert Van Rensselaer 
of the rebel army, hastily collected a body 
of Albany and Schenectady militia and 
went in pursult of the enemy, Fort Paris at 
Stone Arabia was commanded by Col, John 
Brown, no braver man than whom held a 
commission in the Coutinental army, Gen. 
Van Renswlacr sent a mossago to Col. 
Browa to leave tho fort with its garrison 
and head off Col. Johnson's troops, while he 
fell upon their rear.

ALMOST EXTINCT NOW: 


fhe Manatoe or Seu Cow Rapidly Passing 
Out of Existence, 


The manateo or sea cow, two specimens of 
which have been on exhibition bere, is now 
almost an extinct spectos, says the Washing- 
ton Post, ‘The twoseon in Washington were 
nanturot in the Indian River, Florida, last 
July. The lutger or the two weigava awooue 
oight hundred pounds and was nine feot long. 
‘ko other was a foot shorter and weighed 
about seven hundred and fitty pounds, 

The two in Washington were snid to be the 
only specimens that ever lived more than a 
week after capture, and they were appar= 
ontly in good health. 

Captein Zellav says be hunted several weeks 
for these specimens, following them fora 
tuumber of days after he first discovered 
them, They usually are found in herds, 
which combine for mutual protection when 
attacked, placiug their young in the center, 
‘They are great cowards, always trembling in 
feur of danger, Nature has failed to provide 
them withany weapon of defense except the 
power to outswim the sharks and whales, 

‘The d.sappearance of the sea cow is account- 
pd for by the fact thatthe hide is valuable 
andthe flesh heid in high esteem for food. 
These specimens were driven into netsand 
pulled aboard with arops, which the captain 
looped abont their tails. He says that he will 
make an effort to catch n couple for the Na- 
tional Zoological Park. Specimens of mana- 
tee have been harpooned which weighed four 
tons and wore twenty feot long. 


ABOUT STOVES- 


The Increasing Use of Oll nnd Gas Sto 
in Summer, 


It is next to impossible to prepare ane 
serve a duinty meal when the sun is pouring 
down upon the thermometer and tho ther 
mometer is endeavoring to climb up to the 
sun during the hot summer weather if o 
large coal range is the only cooking appar 
ntus available, Many things will bo slight 
ed and neglected which need simple but close 
attention, not to mention the heat thrown 
out through the other portion of the house, 
A remedy of this evil, or rather these ovils 
—hot stoves, poor dinners, ruffled tempers 
and top often an ill-natured Benedict—lies 
in the use of an oil or gos stove, either of 
which is as serviceable, is cleanly and far 
more economical, 3 

An oil stove is a cook's blessing in summer, 
and when selected and managed with care 
truly accomplishes wouders, But it should be 
plain and simple in construction, and based 
on good principles, Each wick should have 
its own chimney. Tho oil tank should be 
covered witha perforated cap for the escapo 
of generated gas and to remove the danger of 
an explosion. These stoves, like all other 
kinds, require common-xensa management 
A good-sized family—say six o: eight persons 
—may be supplied with swell-cooked meals 
from afour-burner oil stove, It isa mistake 
to purchase asmallone and lose time and 
pationce in contriving to havo nll dishes done 
and served hot at the samo tine. The fro- 
quent changing of wicks will preront tho

boundaries between the Britlah territory in 
Contral Africa and the Portugal provinces 
of Angola, Gaza and Mozambique, Tt has, how- 
byor, not recelyed tho ratifieation of tho King of 
Portugal. Ponding further negotiations 1 tem- 
porary arrangement has been made in regard to 
tho most urgent questions concluded between 
tho two countries, which will be laid before you. 

Negotiations have been commenced in reapect 
of the Newfoundland fisheries question. I trust 
bsottlement may be arrived at which will be 
tatisfactory to all parties. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

Tho ostimates for the ensulng year will be sub- 
mitted to yon at the ordinary time. Strict econo. 
imy will be observed in preparing them. 

My Lords and Gentlemen: 

The general condition of Ireland has improved 
under the salutary legislation which you have 
pplied to it, bub Thave learned with deep regret 
that a serious deficiency of the potato crop in 
certain sections threatens a recurrence of those 
porlods of severe distress to which the population 
‘of the western counties {s pecullarly exposod by 
the industrial economie conditions under which 
they live. I trust the measures of my Govern: 
ment may mitigate the L>mediate evil and 
diminish the probability of {ts roturn, It 
appears to me desirable for the increase of con 
tentment and the diminution of political disturb- 
ance throughout Ireland to take measures for 
augmenting the number of owners engaged 
fn tho actual cultivation of land, A measure 
baying this object in view will be laid before you. 
Proposals will again be submitted to you for 
remedying the diMculties which have arisen 
from the indirect incidence of the tithe rent 
charge on land {in England and Wales. A 
measure will be submitted for facilitating tho 
transaction In Scotland and Ireland of the moro 
important stages of private legislation affecting 
ties countries, Your attention willbe invited 
to the expediency of alleviating tho burden 
which the law of compulsory education 
has within recent years imposed upon the poorer 
portion of my people, There are several othor 
mattors upon which legislation ts dealrable, but 
Tecent experience has rendered it doubtful 
whether the time at your disposal will 
fp your judgment be sufficlent for the consider- 
ation of many subjects of an important charactor 
beyond those to which I have referred, In case 
time for further logislation should be found, 
I haye directed the preparation of bills 
for enactment of o reform 4ystem of

RESULTS OF RECENT SUIPMENTS, 

Tho resulta of shipmonts mado by varlous 
partios from Montreal and Halifax to Groat 
Britain, aro moat oncouraging, Tho resulta 
in brief are those 

1, Egan may bo sont across the Atlantic 
with perfoct asfety during the entire noason 
without cold storage of any kind, The 
tostimony of both shippora and carriors 
unite on this point, and seems to place it 
entirely beyond doubt. Tho eggs are care- 
fully stowed in the cold portion of the ves- 
sols bolow tho water line, or between docks 
where an equablo tomperaturo of about 50 
degrees is maintained, and they arrive on 
the other side in good condition. Some of 
the steamers are provided with huge von- 
tilators, which maintain a constant volame 
of fresh cool air, 

2. The eggs are packed olther in com- 
partment boxos, or in cases with hulle, saw~ 
dust, or fine chopped straw, and if then 
carefully handled, the percentage of break- 
age is almost nil, The cases contain from 
30 to 120 dozens each, and are stowed away 
compactly, and frelghts charged upon the 
ton measurement of 40 cublo feet of space. 
One company ifatsnces a carriage in which 
tho breakage was found to bo only six eggs 
in 180 dozens, A movement is now on 
foot to have all egg cases made uniform, in 
which case the rates of freight could be 
more satisfactorily arranged, These casos 
fre nob returned by the carriers, and have 
to be disposed of in Great Britain. 1t is

as wholesome as that of the day, and may 
even be sald to be purer, as it is more free 
from dust and spores raised from the 
ground by winds, human traffic and 
evaporation. In towns, no doubt, many 
people sleep with their windows shut to 
deaden the noise of the streets, which in 
buay cities like London are rarely without 
tratlic of some sort, oxcept in the early 
morning hours, rather than to ayoid in- 
haling night air, That the practice is 
exceedingly common amongat the working 
clasees is shown by an observer at Leeds, 
who on several occasions in July and 
August has counted the number of open 
and shut bedroom windows ina workman's 
quarter of that city, and found only about 
33 per cont. of the windows to be partially 
open, the romaining 67 per cent, being 
tightly closed. If any one will take 
ths trouble to return to his shut up bed- 
room after spending ten minutes in the fresh 
morning air outeide, ho will be surprised 
how close and disagreeableis theatmoaphere 
in which ho has slept the last 8 or 9 hours, 
All hygionists have advocated sleeping in 
puro alr, and the effects of camping out in 
a suitable climate in pine woods, a1 a curo 
for the early atagea of consumption, are well 
known to medical men, We would then 
recommend to all who are in health, the 
adoption of opon bed room windows at 
night, If cold is experienced, the bed- 
clothes should he increased ; even a night- 
cap is preferable to a close aud stuffy bed- 
room. ‘The effect of the purer air willsoon 
be ascertained in increased health and apir- 
ite, and a larger capacity for bearing the 
toils and troubles of the day.—BGritish Med- 
ical Journal. 


A Poisonous Gas from the Silo 

A short time ago Hoard's Dairyman an- 
nounced the death of Mr. EB, M, Bernard 
through asphyxia, caused by the carbonic 
acid gas which had accumulated in the un- 
filled apartment of a silo. Prof. Honry, in 
a later issue, draws further attention to 
this danger by citing an incidont that 
occurred at their station. Some years 
ago, ho states, thoy had occasion to 
dividea silo into two parts, filling only 
one. Whonthe work was almost com- 
pleted they observed that somo chickens 
had got into the unfilled portion and were 
dead. A man sont down by ladder to get 
thom became dizay, and had baroly sufi 
cient strength to reach the ladder and get 
to where he could breatheagain, They then 
learned that the chickens had beon killed 
by the carbonic acid gas which had come 
through the cracka of tho partition and set 
tled into the unocoupied portion, 16 is well 
for our readors to remember these incidento, 
Tho simplest and best test for the prosence 
of carbonic acid gas in sufficient auantitios 
to produce fatal rosults, is to lower an 
uncovered light into the pit which is sup 
posed to contain thie poisonous gas. Tho 
light will at once go out as soon asit reach- 
es the stratum of air containing enough of 
this gas to cause death. —T7he Canadian Live

From enquirles made it is ascertained that 
to command the beat prices in Great Britain 
the size and quality should be particularly 
attended to, Large and well assorted eggs 
are displacing the smaller kinds in the 
English market, and France and Denmark 
owe the strength of thelr egg exports to 
Groat Britain largely to this caase. Two 
and one-half pounds to the score is tho 
lowest weight that can be relled upon to 
secure a superior position in the English 
market, and if a greater weight than this 
can be attained atill better results will fol 
low. 

PRICES. 

Tho Army and Navy Auxillary stores, 
London, buy three aualities of eggs, for 
which in the middle of October they paid 
as follows: Best English, 15s.; selected 
French, 13s. ; seconds, 10s, 6d. per 120.

Jonas Pore was tho firat witness called, 
After being sworn, ho said ho lived on 
College atrovt, in Thurlow township; he 
voted at the last election In Tyendinaga, 
7th conceasion ; wenb with two or three 
parties, Mr, Mather being one of them, A 
man named Joe Jackson came and asked 
him if he (witness) was going to vote, and 
ho said yes. Ho also asked witnoss how ho 
was going to vote. Did not toll him, Did 
not go to vote tillnoon ; was paid for his 
Jabor for th: half day, getiing 75 conta. 
Paid by Jackson ; was not promixed any- 
thing for his vote and did not get anything 
for it. He did not receive a cont from any 
one. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Meredith.—He 
did nob get any more money than he was 
entitled to for the work performed. 
This charge not boing sustained was dis 
missed. 
Oharge O against Mr. Cooley was drop- 
ped. Hoe was accused of receiving money 
from some unknown person.

cast forhim which he claimed were illegal 
votes. 
Mr. Meredith, on behalf of Mr, Hudson, 
objected to a acrutiny and was arguing up- 
on this point when the court arose ab 12.40 
and adjourned for half an hour. 
SORUTINY REFUSED. 
Upon reassombling after dinner the court 
room was filled to the doors, The question 
of a scrutiny was again taken up. r. RB 
0. Clute, Q. O., on behalf of Mr. Vorinil- 
yea, argued in favor of a acrutiny, The 
learned judges held that as the seat was 
not claimed by the defeated candidate a 
scrutiny could not be granted. 
A charge of bribery,in which a man nam- 
ed Little is the accused, was called, but as 
he was notin court an adjournmend was 
made for one hour. 
When the court arose, Mr, Hudson waa 
surrounded by his numerous friends and 
heartily congratulated upon the result, 
CASE DISMISSED, 
At the opening of court at 3 o'clock Mr, 
E, F. B. Johnston said they were unable 
to go on with the first charge,and in view of 
the court notallowing a scrutiny,upon which 
the petitioner relied a great deal, he would 
not proceed with the other charges, but 
would suggest that the petition and counter 
petition be dismissed without costs. 
Mr.Meredith concurred in what his 
learned friend had stated. The election 
was from every appearance a pure one, 
Judge McLennan said that no evidence 
was apparent to show that corrupt practices 
had been indulged in. Mr, Hudson had 
been duly olected, and was confirmed in his 
reat. He therefore dismissed the petition 
and cross petition, without costs. Justice
